American war
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Seats Provided For 12,400;

Scene of Four National
Conventins.

Chicago. HI. June S, The Chicago
I Coliseum has a historj rich in political

interest. jmmc "' Kuimcai con-

ventions have been held in it than in
any other building in the United States.

Three Republican national conven-
tions have been held within its walls
and li was there, also, that the Pro-
gressive party, in 112 held its first na-

tional convention ana nominated CoL
Theodore Rooseelt for president. The
Republicans nominated their presiden-
tial ticket in the Chicago Coliseum in
INI. IMS. I'll-- and again are nom-
inating in it this year

The buildmg was designed as a
model convention hall but later adapt-
ed to broader uses It was built by
Charles F. Gunther and several busi-
ness associates on the site of the old
Llbby Prison War museum, at Wabash
avenue and 15th street, less than a mile
from the hotel and retail shopping dls- -
tflet

The castellated walls of the old war
prison were used for the Wabash ave-
nue side of the st.ucture. Jt was

1.0 feet wide and
U feet high and cost nearly xi.eee.MO
It has a wide baIcon extending around
three of the walls and is well lighted
and ventilated.

Total Seating Caparlty 12.400.
For this years convention two addi-

tional balconies with seats for TJI per-
sons were built between the main floor
and the regular balcony. This gives a
total seating capacity of 12.40O. of
which SIM seats are on the main floor
and 3609 in the balconies. There are
Iz exits. There are 190 doorkeepers
and1 166 ushers in addition to a large
special detail of policeto handle the
great crowds

The speaker's platform, 29 feet long
and 40 feet wide, is at the south end
of the building. It provides seats for
the officers of the convention and
members of the Republican national
board. It consists of an inverted con-
caved pvramid built of wood with the
apex oer the head of the presiding
officer It is designed to throw the

oice through the hall. Directly in the
rear of the speaker's stand is a raised
nlatform with 2666 seats for the use
of presidential candidates and other
distinguished guests. On either side
of the speakers platform, extending
the entire width of the building, is a
press section, containing 55S seats for
working newspaper men

In front of the speaker-- s stand are
the seats for the Sl delegates and
back of these is the space set aside for
the seating of the alternates The sec-
tion reserved for delegates and alter-
nates is enclosed with a heavy ralL
The rest of the main floor and alt the
balconies will be used for seats to
accommodate the crowds of visitors.

Adjoining the coliseum on the south
is an annex three-stori- es high, 176 feet
deep and with a frontage of about 166
feet on Wabash avenue. It is con-
nected with the main building by sev-
eral broad entrances

HoHpltal in Uasement.
In the basement of the annex, at the

south end of the main building and
near the speaker's stand, is the tele-
graph arid telephone room, where
seores of special wires have been in-

stalled for the use of the news gather-
ing associations and newspapers in
sending stories of the convention to
everv section of the country In the
basement of the main building is a
completely equipped temporary hos-
pital in charge of 25 of Chicago's lead-
ing physicians and surgeons who have
volunteered tneir services tor ine oc-

casion.
In the decoVatfbn of the convention

hall the managers departed from the
long established practice of relying
exclusively on flags and bunting to ob-
tain the desired artistic effect. This
year the scheme of interior ornamen
tation is more etaoorie ana artistic
than eer before, according to experts.
The plan was designed by C R. Hall,
superintendent of he Coliseum, and
Julius rioto. an architect. White and
gold dominate the color scheme wLile
American flags, shields and bunting
are used to complete the working out
of the decorative plan.

Decorations Are Elaborate.
Eight thousand yarns of white cloth.

4600 yards of gold cloth. S006 yards of
red, white and blue bunting and 366
American flags and shields were used
in the interior ornamentlon of the con
vention halL The bare -- brick wails
and steel girders which support the
roof are concealed bv 26 panels of
white cloth, each twenty-fiv- e by fifty-fiv- e

feet. Each panel is decorated
with a deep flounce of gold cloth.
Hanging from the roof in the center
under the large glass ventilators are
large bars of gold cloth which add to
the artistic effe"ct without obstruct-
ing light and air The balconies are
tastefully festooned with red, white
and blue bunting caught every tin
feet with bunches of small American
flags and shields.

On the wall back of. the speaker's
stand is hung a large oil portrait of
Abraham Lincoln which has been in
six Republican national conventions
since it was painted in 1S64 It was
loaned to the convention by its owner.
George Prince, of New York.
